Jeet of the Fisheries, their protection aod 
improvement, we wish to allude to the art of 
Piacienltare, of the propagation and increase 
‘of fish by means of arucial breeding. This 
process was known and practiced. by the 
‘ancient Romane, and also by the Chinese, 
bat its application in Europe is of recent 
date. Tt was resuscitated in France by ® 
poor fisherman named Rexy, who hid nev 
heart of the wiceessfal operations of the 
ancients, but whose owe observation aod per- 
severncee led him to resulis even more euc- 
Cenul, foe the Goverament of France, with 
wise foresight, extended to Lim its powerfal 
assistance, until at present tbe fish-breeding 
‘establishment at Huningrel ia ove of great 
Sttractioa to the intelligent aod scientiic 
twarwt. 

‘From France the practice of the art ex- 
tended ‘0 Scotlaed, and latterly to England, 
by means of which the rivers of the United 
Kingdom, which tor years had beea entirely 
deverted, are fast becoming again stoked with 
their flany population. 

Te the United States, also, this process bas 
wen encouraged, an geveral establishments 
‘are now in saccessfal operation, by means of 
‘mbich the State Governments are restocking 
the various rivers, whieb, through negligence 
‘and shortsighted economy, have been en~ 
ticely depopulated. ‘The ‘Statew of Maine, 
‘Vermont, New Hampshire, Connecticut and 
Maseachusetia, waking up to the great losses 
they have sustained in the destruction of | 
their rivers, by impassable dams acd illegal 
fishing, are vow fully alive to the iroportance 
‘of restoring them, aod are sparing neither 
‘pains nor expense ia accomplishing this de 
‘sirable end. Each of these States bas ap 
pointed & Commission, under whose direction 
the work i being prosecuted with the most 
encouraging resalts. 

‘What we wish particularly to impress upou 
the public is the fact, that while all arcand 
‘ws the mot liberal means, and the greatest 
care, are bestowed oo the preservation and 
restoration of their rivers and lakes, in Can 
ula the causes which have rendered these 
toeasures necessary are allowed to exiat im 
‘undimiawbed activity, with what results the 
various reports Letore alluded to, make oly 
too apparent. Fortunately, there are a few 
‘enthasiastic men in every community, wbo 
‘are fally alive to the smportaace of this eub— 
ject, and though they are generally consider 
‘ed visionaries and “men of ove ides,” still, 
‘undeterred io their efforte for the general 
goed, they pursue their course, contiour 
thew experiments, and often finally succeed 
im accomplishing revalta which prove them 
benefactors to their race.

ARMY ORGASIZATION, 

A renewed discustion at the United S 
vice Tastitution tesfifies to the conviction, 
‘ow uoiversal alike in military and civilian 
carcles, that the forces of this couatry are not 
organized in such a manner as to produce
